37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: whether the application is properly classified and docketed was 
questioned by the attorney. The examiner explained that claims which combine computer-implementation (e.g., a 
computer-implemented method) with biological or chemical limitations is properly the subject matter examined in AU 
1631, thus the application is properly classified and docketed. Possible ways of getting the claims examined by an 
animal husbandry' AU were suggested. Applicant was also advised to disclose any information related to a potential 
infringement as being material to patentability of the instant invention. Applicant requested explanation of rejections 
under 35 USC 101 and 112. Possible claim amendments to overcome these rejections were discussed; Mr. Lopez was 
reminded that any amendments must be fully supported and enabled by the original disclosure. Further, applicant 
explained meaning of particular terms used in the application and pointed to specific pages in the specification for 
support, for example, animals, genotype, shrunk body weight. Applicant was advised to produce references supporting 
definition of "genotype" as it is used in the animal husbandry field because applicant's usage of the term is incongruent 
with the common definition of genotype found, for example, in Webster dictionary. Applicant was advised that "adjusted 
shrunk body weight" is not defined in the specification, and therefore raises issue of indefiniteness of claim 8. Applicant 
was advised that amendments for the purpose of overcoming rejection under 112, second paragraph may also 
overcome other rejections. 
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
